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CO-UPERATION AND POLITICS. 


Lengthy residence in the Far East all to often means a declin- 
ing interest in Home politics. Sfore’s the pity, for unless we take 
note of political developments in the Old Country, how can we hope 
to form intelligent opinions on questions as they arise’ Mos: of us 


. have a vague idez that Labour is coming more and more tothe fron: 


in Home politics, 03 some of us hear occasionslly of the possibility 
of ¢ Labour Government in the future. Bat as this is an ostcome 
which many Far Easterners would look upon with disfavour, for no 
other reason, we fear, than an affected hatred of Labdourites in 
general, the majority prefer to shut their eres to present tendencies, 
the while retaining a fervent hope that Labour may never come 
into power. The wise man. of course. looks 2: these matters in the 
cold lizh: of reason, tries to understand the situation as it develops 
“and reconciles bimself to current developments, even if he regrets 
them. If he is wiser still, he will try to get into line with the spirit 
of the age, though in the process he may shed some of his old-time 
~ political prejudices. we 
To those who still take an interest in Hlome politics it will be 
interesting to learn that there hag been much talk of late: regarding 
the fusion of the Co-operative Party with the Labour Party, and 
that opinion seems rather divided on the subject. No more than an 
alliance is proposed at the moment, but one can readily understand 
thaf-uch a step might well Iead to eventusl amalgamation. The 
point has arisen, however,” whether tha co-operative movement 
migh! not better fulfil ity aims by steering clear of politics, and io 
‘this connection a Labour correspondent says that the movement has 
attained its greatest success br settling down to providing its 
members with good commodities at the lowest prices—a less 
ambitious task than the creation of a new social order, but probably 
~potless useful. It-seems that the immediate-caase of: the co- 
operative movement's incursied into politics is the taxation of its 
funds. Just as the Taff Vale judgement, by attacking the financial 
basis of trade unionism, drove the unions into the Labour Party, so 
the imposition of excess profits duty and the proposed extension of 
income-tax and corporation tax to interest on cu-operstive societies’ 
capital may drive these into the party. At present the societies do 
not appear to be prepared for such-e-step and it is thus argued that 
if the co-operative movement wisbes to influence current politics 
it can do it best by supporting one or other of the etisting 
parties, which means in practice supporting the Labour Party. The 
co-operative movement is admittedly a big achievement of private 
enterprise and e most effective instrument for extending private 
property. It has rejected the short cut of legislative coercion and 
preferred the slower, but not less effective, method of inducing 
people to act for themselves without waiting for the State. Its 
great business is done without any monopely, without coercion, 
without apy restriction on the freedom of anyone to enter its 
markets and show a better way of doing what it seeks to do. It 
holds the loyalty of its members by the efficiency of its service; it 
asks no help from the State, because it can always pay its way. Ou 
the other band, the Labour Party leaders seem hypnotised by the 
idea of State enterprise; they seem to identify State and com- 
munity, and propose to nationslise industries that are mere 
. segments of international units, serving markets that extend far 
beyond the boundaries of the national State. . 
The co-operative movement can be said to point the way to, and 
demonstrate the practicability of, a truer economic democracy; 
since it can‘ overstep national and political boundaries and organise 
consumers spy where, and its organisation is nob the involuntary 
compulsory co-operation imposed by a sovereign State, but a spon- 
taneous association on the basis of common interest, which binds 
tone of its members a day lotiger than they choose to co-operate. 
This voluntary and spontaneous character of the movement is its 
strength. It isthe movement's distinctive contribution to the pro- 
blem of soclal reorganisation. Toignore it snd concentrate on a 
_ policy of collectivism that is compulsory would, say its loaders, be 
to sacrifies three generations’ efforts. The slight gain of a possible 
reduction in-taxation would not repay the sacrifice. But even-if.the 
taxation issue were more important than it is, itis felé that the co 
operative movement has scope enough for all the social idealism it 
‘possesses outside the field of party politics, and admirers ot ite 
‘success would prefer to see st continue its development of a great 
nou-Goversmental socis! organisation on its old lines. a 


NOTES & COMMENTS. 
THE TRADE BOOM. - 

These daya of reconstruction 
are alsodays of great preparation. 
Every nation that finds itself in 3 
position to do so is concentrating 
on industrial and commercial 
expansion, hoping ‘thereby to 
secure a proportionate share in 
the trade of = world growing 
peacefal, In the modarn world 
good trade has came to mean a 
prosperous and well-conditioned 
people and. sa_the efforts that 
are being made to place trade 
on a sound foating have 
a social as well as an 
economic value. Forthisreason, 
among othera, wa welcome the 
naws that came’ to band yester- 
day that it is proposed to hold in 
London in 1923 an ‘exhibition re- 
presentative of the industries and 
resources of the British Empire. 
The Government is seeking 
Parliamentary assistance for the 
scheme, His Majesty tha King 
has promised his patronage, and 
the Prince of Wales will be the 
President of the General Com. 
mittee. Under such” attractive 
auspices as these, the undartak- 
ing should prove a huge success 
and result in a decidedly valuable 
publicity for British goods.” It is 
publicity that alwsys counts, as 
we have so often urged before, 
and the actual! placing of orders 
ig really a secondary matter. 
According te another telegrdm 
received yesterday Britain is in 
the midst of a commercial boom. 
During the first six months of 
this year nofewer than 6,415 new 
Companies have been registered 
with a capital of over.d{§ million 
sterling. Recent figures to hand 
have shown us that Britain is 
slowly but surely reducing her 
adverse trade balance, and the 
day canno: be far distant when 
the heavy Home demand will 
bave been satiated and goads 
will be free for export. Already 
Britain ix sending abtoad many 
millions of manufactured articles 
bat fhe world is still hungry 
for goods and is only awaiting 
the supply. As other | big 
manufacturing countries. are 
nearing a similar position it 
is obvious that we are on the 
verge of an era of keen com- 
petition when price. quality and 

delivery will again -be the 
ost important. fsctors. British 
metchants the world. -over— 
inclading those in Hongkong— 
have a duty to perform to the old 
country 2s well as one to them- 
selves in sparing no pains to 
create keen markets for ‘the 
goods that will soon flow from 
Britain as they used to 
before the days of the Great 
War.
